Withia a veiry short time we were in 


full view of the singular battle-field, 
and were traversing a veritable valley 
qf the shadow of death, with the insig- 
nificant Tillage of Ordasu beyond but a 
few hundred yards, on] the crest of a 
gentle eminence, which h;id been de- 
nuded long ago of its primeval forest 
by the settlers of Ordasu, when, they 
planned it asi'.th.e village site.. The 
roarl leading through this valley was 
perhaps five feet wide, banked; in by 
lofty umbrageous cottonwoods, under 
wnose sombrpus shades thrived the 
thickest bush tangle. 
Deep in the 


bosom of the woods on their loft was 
seen a plantain grove. 
On our right 


this bush thickened as it receded from 
the road, and presented nothing but 
an impervious leafage wherever the 
Ashantees, lying flat, fired into the 
road. 
From the plantain grove also, 


on- our left, the slugs came whistling 
through the underbrush uncomfortably 
near some of us;. b«t in return for the 
iron hail so lavishly hurled at us, the 
troops distributed thoir conical bullets 
with a rapidity that threatened anni- 
hilation to any human being that might 
be cither lying propp on the ground 
or standing up. 
The bush in many 


places showed the result of the storm 
of Snyder pallets, for it was lying as 
flat as though it had boon mown with 
scythes. 


It was uncomtortablo work running 


this gauntlet, pelted tit from both sides 
with showers of iron slugs, bullets and 
leaden balls; and the British wounded 
lying on tho road testified to what it 
tended. 
Bomo of tho native dlics had 


been shot to death, «»d . Lieutenant 
Byre, son of Sir William Eyre, an at- 
tache of Colonel Woed's'regiment, was 
among,tho dying Europeans, which

prove the porfectiou of theUoxer cart- 
ridge. The charge of powder in those 
cartridges is very large; and u wound 
made by a Snyder bullet is always hope- 
less of cure, it' it is in a vital part; 


Just as, wo were abijmt to enter 
the 


village, and were prqssiug close upon 
the heels of the carriers, a volley from 
the bushes created a momentary panic 
among them, and your correspondent,; 
among many others, was simply borne; 
to the ground by overwhelming numb-! 
era ; but the earnestness with which the 
British returned 'this salute restored 
confidence even to the untutored rniads 
of the Faritcc carriers.
